The  goal  is  to  establish 
assessment  standards  for  junior  and  senior  high  school  students  that 
are  fair,  credible  and  challenging. 

These  tools  will  assist  teachers  throughout  the  province  to  more 
consistently  assess  student  achievement.  The  purpose  of  expanding 
on  the  assessment  standards  is  to: 

•  increase  confidence  among  students,  parents, 
business/industry  and  post-secondary  that  students  can 
demonstrate  the  competencies  specified  in  the  courses  they 
have  completed 

•  encourage  fairness  and  equity  in  how  students'  efforts  are 
judged 

•  enable  learners  to  focus  effort  on  key  learnings 

•  support  teachers  and  community  partners  in  planning  and 
implementing  CTS. 

These  tools  were  validated  during  the  optional  stage  of  CTS 
implementation.
